A great many factors go 
Into the choice of a parti¬ 
cular dress or blouse by the 
average woman.

There will also 
be a report by the acting 
fire marshal and a staff re¬ 
port will be submitted. 

The area designated for 
the tables takes in an area 
of approximately 2800 sq. ft. 
And, if the applicant follows 
the precedent of other appli¬ 
cants, filed in other areas 
will point out that this type 
of operation is far removed 
from the old-fashioned type 
of pool hall, in that it will

Speaking was Kenneth Topping, regional planner, who line DID change her mind 
presented a series of maps showing the extent of urban 
development in 1940 and today. Topping pointed out that 
the West San Gabriel Valley is as large as many whole 
urban areas of the east, even though it is part of a much 
large Los Angeles urban region. 

“Few Easterners appreciate the sheer size of our plan¬ 
ning problems in Southern California,” said Topping. “The 
West San Gabriel Valley alone is large enough to hold 
Washington, D.C. and its entire urban surroundings east 
of the Potomac,” he noted. 

In 1940, about one-third of this 100 square mile area 
was either vacant or in agricultural use, Topping pointed 
out. Yet, under the rush of recent urban development, only 
a small amount of the large open area has been held aside 
for the enjoyment of present and future residents,” he 
continued. 

The program was concluded on the note that in twenty 
more years, an additional 200,000 people are expected to 
be living in the West San Gabriel Valley and that al¬ 
though most of the area now is in urban development, the 
process of change will continue. Because there are fifteen 
cities in the area, this calls for coordination of planning 
for the future in order to avoid conflicting developments, 
and overlapping public investments, it was noted. 

During the series on the future of the West San 
Gabriel Valley various aspects of future development will 
be analyzed from the area-wide and the focal points of 
view to see what areas of agreement can be reached in 
order to make coordination between cities, school districts, 
utility companies, and private developments most effective.
